traced and discovered by Mie -Mashonalanii 
expedition of the English Southeast Afri- 
can company. 


Zinbabye, an ancient city in Mashonn- 


land, was visited many years ago by the 
Uermnn traveler Maucb, but ho did uot 
appear to have any knowledge of the ex- 
istence of gold mines, nor did be offer any 
hypothesis its to the ancient people who 
had inhabited the city. The next occasion 
of its being visited by Europeans was when 
some members of the Uritiah South Atrica 
company's pioneer force stumbled upou 
the ruins, which lie at tho base of a strik- 
ing and lirecipitousgrtiuite cliff of "kopje " 
An outer wall about four feet high runs 
apparently around the entire "kopje," but 
owing to a dense junglo this wullcouhl 
not he traced further than half a mile, 
^ext crime indications of a second and in- 
ner wall which, for the same reason, was 
unable to be traced for any distance. 


Then amid n perfect labyrinth of re- 


mains of smaller circular buildings stands 
a high will! of circular shape, from 30 feet 
to o3 feet high, forming a complete iu- 
closure of an area 80 yards in diameter 
This wall is 11) feet thick at tho base and 
tapers to about 7 feet nt the top, is built of 
small granite blocks about twico the size 
of an ordinary brick, beautifully hcwu nnd

iii such rirofiihiori as to seriously impudo 
(systematic investigation of the inscriptions 
with a view to determining tlio race to 
which the inhabitants of tlie city belonged. 
One thing is certain that a lar^e aud serni- 
civilized population must once have dwelt 
in these lands, and under conditions which 
make slave labor piocurable to an uuliuj- 
ited extent. 


Tho natives nrc densely ignorant and 


hold no traditions as to the origin or pur- 
pose of these .strange ruins, hut there is a 
tradition among the Portuguese which rep- 
resents the rums, to have been the capital 
city of the laud ruled by the queen of 
falieba, and their ancient records are said 
to make frequent mention of a people liv- 
ing in that part of southeast Africa und es- 
tablished there long before their own ar- 
iivul, and nhom they represent us working 
for eohl in the tar interior.

which says that a queen of that country 
named Mokeda went to Jerusalem, where 
she became a worshiper of the true God 
and that King Solomon was tho father of 
her son named Memlek, whose surname 
was ICbn-IIakim, which signifies "sou of 
the wise." 


Later on history tolls us the queen en- 


tered Jerusalem followed by a gorgeous 
suite of retainers and of camels loaded 
with perfumes, nuggets of gold and pre- 
cious stones and rich ivory. New Africa 
produced all these treasures in great pro- 
fusion, and when after King Solomon de- 
parted from the religious ways of his fore- 
fathers and followed the worship of idols 
he became so.reduced in circumstances by 
his reckless extravagance that he had to 
borrow money, it was from Africa that his 
revenues came.

western plains abound in these dingy rep- 
tiles, ai-d 1 had ample opportunity to judge 
of their character and performances, both 
of whuh fall below report. 
The rattle- 


snake has a short, flat, wide head. Besides 
the 
i j.l and forked tongue, of which he 


makes display when bullied, his mouth is 
upholstered with two fangs, which are in 
the upper jaw and correspond in position 
to the cyctecth of mankind. These fangs 
in a serpent of common size are about 
three-firths of an inch long and have a 
slight curve like a scimetar, nnd book in- 
ward. They are white in color, of the di- 
ameter of a needle, and hollow from root to 
point. Their root or .seat is a sac contain- 
ing the poison, which is loosened and flows 
through tho tube like fang as a result of 
the muscular exertion of striking.

' till into the air every time the rattlesnaJa

t.ie mouth. Tlio fangs, working on a. sort 
of hinge, are closed like the blado of a 
knifo when tho mouth is closed, and are 
presented for business by tho action 01 
throwing back the upper jaw. 


Tho mere net of opening tho jaw always 


discloses tho fangs without any separate 
cllort on the part of tho serpent, and when 
tho mouth is closed again two fleshy en- 
velopes or scabbards cover them from do- 
ing or receiving harm. This is necessary 
us a rattlesnake's poison is just as bod 
medicine for himself as for any one else 


These fangs have all the limber pliability 


of tho finest steel, and can be bent or put 
in any posture by a littlo force, but will at 
once spring into shape on being relieved

' ship I can only say that I have seen num- 


berlesv; horses, steers and sheep which were 
birtea by rattlers, always In tno nose aua 
heart, aud never one died. They were sick 
from a day to a month and their heode 
would become swollen and tho candidates 
would mope about the prairie in a dejected 
way, but they came around all right as a 
finale. I never knew a man to die, a 
though I have known some few to g 
stung. Whisky in a copious way as an i 
ternal and a poultice of pounded onioi 
and suit as an outward application we 
all that was needed.

Tlio London Poliee. 


The metropolitan police force is not un- 


der tho control of any local authority, but 
in dirccteil by commissioners who are re- 
sponsible to the Homo Office of the gen- 
eral government. There is n strong de- 
mand in London for tho transfer of the 
police authority to the county council, and 
the subject has provoked much discussion. 
It is urged that the concentration of im- 
perial and national interests in London is 
so vastly important that the higher au- 
thorities should maintain control of the 
police in protection of all those central 
concerns that pertain to the greatest capi- 
tal m the world. Ultimately a compro- 
mise will probably be reached. The coun- 
ty council ought certainly to have soma 
share in the police administration of tha 
metropolis.—Century.

Jar Bock Formation In Arkansas. 


_ Washita oilstone rock is crystallised sil- 
ica. Ihe crystals are very small, and are 
formed m clusters, with the point ends in- 
terlaced, leaving mimoroiiscavitics These 
minute crystals are hexagonal iu shape 
with sharp points, and can be seen under 
a microscope when magnified about 100 
times. Ihey are harder than steel, and 
that is why whetstones cut from this rock 
will wear away and sharpen steel tools 
\\asbita whetstones are called oilstones 
because oil must bo used to fill the cavities 
and float away the steel particles that are 
cut off the tools. 


The peculiar geological formation from 


which these rocks are taken is not known 
to exist outside the state of Arkansas 
where it oi-cnrs in many of the mountains 
of fealme, Hot Spring, Garland and Mont- 
gomery counties. These strata are in « 
vertical position varying from nearly per- 
pendicular to nearly horizontal, and have 
been considerably broken by upheaval or 
foiling of the earth's crust 


There are many grades iu tho quality of 


this rock from very hard uml vitreous flint 
to the softest whets-tone grit. Nearly oil 
of it is very hard and vitreous or contains 
some impunty. Due grade, of a dull white 
color, full of crnckSi and ,liwing but ,.ttle 
fciit, called bastard stone, is plentiful 
throughout this formation, but is not used 
lor whetstones. Some of the Washita rock 
quarried is not uniform in its texture, but 
contains bard spots and soft streaks that 
make uneven grit in the whetstones, 
bound blocks, composed of perfect crystals 
uniform in hardness and having shurpgrit 
are only found in a few quarters in Gar- 
land county, near the city of Hot Springs. 


Ihe different grades of Washita rock 


that are used for whetstones weigh from 
l-a to K,j pounds per cubic foot. The best 
grades for good oilstones weigh from 1S3 
to 1-lj pounds por cubic foot. The hardness 
and weight aud sharpness of the grit in 
any Washita 
oilstone depend entirely 


upon the character of its crystallization. 
•Hid no fine polish or nice finish on the sur- 
face, no fumy name, will change the grit 
Nature made and arramrcil tu~. oij»^ii 
aijstcriously, and man cannot change

The oilstone manufacturer only

jizes; nothing more. He cannot make the 
;rit in whetstones better than it is in the 
rock, and he cannot make good oilstones 
of Washita rock that is impure or vitreous 
or of unequal hardness.

The light- 
est weight rock that has perfect and uni- 
form crystallizations v> ilhout any grains 
of sand is the best quality to sharpen all 
woodworker.-,' tools, and it makes the most 
durable oilstones. 


The lightweight whetstones generally 


have the sharpest grit, because they ar 
tiie most porous. In them the crystals ar 
interlaced in such a manner as to leave 
ninny cavities, and each cavity presents a 
great number of crystal points. The hard 
and heavy ro< ks are not sufficiently porous 
being too compact. In them many of tut 
crystals interpenetrate each other in a 
mauner that leaves less cavities and fewer 
crystal points —J. ,T. Sutton in Engineer- 
ing and Mining Journal.

Subsequent use 
will drag the grain outward from the edge 
B° 'bat after steady use for several mouths 
the fibre of the steel occupies a position ex- 
actly the reverse of that which it did on 
tho day of purchase.

the lower outer point toward the buck 
you have a razor which caunot be kept in 
condition, even by the most conscientious 
barber.

Dated Tortoises. 


There is a well grounded popular belief 
that our tortoise lives to a vast age, and 
numerous cases of turtles bearing dates 
over a century old have been cited. There 
was, until 188G, in the neighborhood of the 
writer's home in New Jersey, an old tor- 
toise which had been marked by Mr. Cyrus 
Durand.the inventor of the geometric lathe. 
It bore the inscription "C. D., 1838," clear- 
ly cut with a graver, on its under shell. 
As the tortoise had been observed from 
year to year since the time of its marking 
by the most trustworthy witnesses, there 
can be no doubt that the date was genuine. 
This tortoise has not been seen since 1888 
so it has probably died. 


Another, which has been observed for 


the past nine years, was marked with the 
inscription "C. B., 1849;" as the letters and 
date were so much worn as to be but faintly 
discernible, they were doubtless reliable. 
This old animal was found for the last 
time, dead, in the summer of 1889. An- 
other, bearing the date 1851, is stiil alive. 
Assuming that tho tortoises were full 
grown, or about twenty years old when 
marked, we are safe in stating the period 
of their lives as from sixty to seventy 
years. No doubt some individuals may 
reach a century or over. 


Unfortunately for science, it is a com- 


mon sport for the country urchin to en- 
grave tortoises with dates varying from 
forty to fifty years before the artist's birth, 
rms, however, can almost always be de- 
tected, for the inscription becomes very 
taint after thirty years of rubbing over the 
ground. In fact it would seem impossible 
;hat an inscription could last for a hun- 
dred years, as the growth of the shell and 
.he constant friction would probably ob- 
iterate it.—A. G. Mayer in Popular Science. 


Insert Electricity.

somecuriouh experiments made twenty-five 
years ago by M. Nicholas Wagner.

itself, and by tho study of its properties. 


I do not think that the peoplepf any 


other age could have taught us anything 
In tliis matter. The crimes of the Borgias 
were well known at the time of their per- 
petration, and the Borgias were well known 
f.o be poisoners, but their power protected 
them. Except under conditions that would 
now be only of very rare—almost impossi- 
ble—occurrence, such murders by poison 
could not be perpetrated. A Borgia would 
most inevitably be detected, exposed and 
punished at the present day.—Pittsburg 
Dispatch.

The handwriting expert is a conspicuous 


witness in all lawsuits where the authen- 
ticity of signatures, or other writing, is 
questioned. lie knows all about inks and 
the effect of age on them; about tbe quali- 
ties of papers, and the appearance of sur- 
faces. He tells how erasures are made by 


He 
He 


Illustrates, by demonstration, how altera- 
tions might be made. He describes styles 
and peculiarities of handwriting, strokes 
and curves of tbe pen, the slants, and 
heights, and spreads, and spaces of writ- 
Ing. 
He has enlarged photographic copies 


of the questioned writing, and makes com- 
parisons or contrasts. He has a vocabu- 
lary of technical terms about writing, and 
he delivers the most emphatic opinions for 
the side that employs him. Two hand- 
writing experts are frequently opposed to 
each other. 


Handwriting experts testified for many 


hours in the celebrated case of the colored 
cadet Whittaker at West Point to prove 
that Whlttakcr did and did not write cer- 
tain letters. Several years ago, in a trial 
in this city, the genuineness of a signature 
of the assistant treasurer of the United 
States, Mr. Cisco, was questioned. An ex- 
pert on tbe witness stand professed to be 
able to pick out Mr. Cisco's signature. To 
test him papers were handed to him bear- 
ing the writing of Mr. Cisco's name. The 
witness picked out one that he was positive 
was the signature of Mr. Cisco, but the 
proof was overwhelming that Mr. Cisco 
did not write that one, and that it was 
written by a clerk in court while the wit- 
ness was on the stand. 


A FAMOUS 8CIT. 


A famous libel suit was tried in Plym- 


outh, N. H. The defendant was Mrs. J. A. 
Dodge, widow of the late president of the 
Boston, Concord and Montreal railroad. 
Tbe charge was that she had slandered 
Henry Raymond, the former confidential 
secretary of her husband. Raymond was 
a member of the church in high standing, 
a prominent Free Mason and Knight Tem- 
plar. He hod been the trusted secretary of 
Mr. Dodge for many years, and he was re- 
lated to ihf family by marriage. The sis- 
ter of Raymond's wife got $10,000 by the 
will, and Raymond and other relatives 
were beneficiaries. It appeared that almost 
while Mr. Dodge was in the agonies of 
death Raymond got a check for $2,500, pur- 
porting to be signed by Dodge, cashed »t 
the Plymouth National bank, and imme- 
diately after the death of Mr. Dodge, Ray- 
mond presented to the widow for payment 
a note purporting to have been given to 
Raymond by Dodge for $3,000. 


The main point was that the widow had 
cuarKtu umC uuiuinx,*. *„. •»,<««, «Za "u» 
note for 15,000 were forgeries. Raymond 
not only sued for libel, but also fortheface 
of the note, and chose to try the libel suit 
flrst. Counsel for the widow took the bold 
ground that what the widow said was true, 
and they had a most thorough examination 
of the handwriting of a number of docu- 
ments in the cose. 


At the close of the testimony of the ex- 


pert even the counsel for Raymond were 
satisfied that the note and check were for- 
geries, and they consented that a verdict 
should be rendered acquitting the widow, 
and Raymond was subsequently held to bail 
for forgery. Curiously enough, the com- 
plainant had several experts ready, but the 
demonstration of the forgeries was too per- 
fect for contradiction. The fact that some 
of tho documents relied on to sustain the 
forgeries were themselves forgeries was 
mainly proved by showing that some of 
the words were absolutely identical with 
the writing of the same words in other 
documents of unquestionable authenticity. 
This was considered a demonstration that 
the writing was traced. 


IKOENUITT OP AN ESPEKT. 


A curious illustration of the ingenuity of 


an expert was shown in the case of Redfleld 
against Redfield, tried at Syracuse several 
years ago. A son of L. H. Redfleld, de- 
ceased, alleged that his father had execut- 
ed a paper the body of which was appar- 
ently in the handwriting of his law part- 
ner, Mr. Foot. The expert obtained a con- 
siderable quantity of Mr. Foot's handwrit- 
ing aud succeeded in finding all the words 
that appeared in the questioned document. 
By pasting these words together he suc- 
ceeded in producing a document in the un- 
doubted handwriting of Mr. Foot. 


The difference was so apparent that the 


questioned document was thrown out as a 
forgery and the estate saved $10,000 and the 
interest for twenty years. In this case the 
jury believed the handwriting expert in 
preference to the testimony of people well 
acquainted with Mr. Foot's signature. 
Magnified copies of the questioned writing 
showed where it had been painted over or 
retouched in eighty-nine places or painted 
over so as to resemble Mr. Foot's writing. 


A curious case of forgery occurred some 


time ago, when an ingenious swindler got 
possession of a check of C. W. Whiteheod 
for $19.50 on the First National bank, pay- 
able to bearer. When payment was de- 
manded the check called for $5,000. The 
swindler did not present the check directly.

The bank's defense was that the certifica- 
tion was only to the genuineness of the 
signature, and that it was only responsible 
for $19.50, the amount of the check before 
it was raised. Waters & Son proved that 
the whole check was a forgery, and that in 
the writing of Whitehead's name were at 
least twenty-seven variations, and the re- 
sult was that the First National bank had 
to pay about $5,000.—New York Sun.

How Clathcjplna Are Made. 


If there is one article that is an absolute 


necessity to a housekeeper it is a clothes- 
pin, 
and the following facts in regard to 


that useful article are interesting: 


"Clothespins," said a dealer, "are made 


in the lumber regions of Michigan and 
Vermont. They are usually of white ash, 
but we have them of beach, birch and ma- 
ple. The wood is taken to the factory in 
logs, and cut into lengths of thirty-one 
inches by circular saws. These are then 
cut into blocks which are reduced to sticks, 
then placed underanother saw and reduced 
to clothespin lengths. Next the turner 
takes a hand at them, and from him they 
go to the slatting machine. They are 
placed in troughs by the operator, the ma- 
chine picking them up and slatting them. 
Then they are placed in a revolving pipe 
drier, going thence to the polishing cylin- 
der. Each pin passes through eight hands. 


"A single plant consists of a board saw, 


gang splitter, gang chunker, turning lathe, 
drying house and polisher, and costs from 
*10,000 to $19,000. The little blocks of wood, 
5J4 inches long, are placed on an endless 
belt, wliich feeds the blocks automatically 
into the lathe. As the lathe is turned the 
pin is taken automatically from the spin- 
dle and placed on a turntable and carried 
to a circular saw, which whittles out the 
slat Info a pin. It is then finished and 
thrown out of the turntable by the same 
appliance that puts the pins on the table. 


"Falling, they are caught in a basket or 


barrel, and are taken to the drying house 
to remain twelve hours or until dry. The 
polishing cylinder holds from twenty to 
forty bushels. This is run at n slow speed, 
about thirty turus a minute, and bysimple 
friction and contact they become polished. 
They are sold to the trade at a little over 
$1 a bushel, and packed in boxes of four to 
the bushel. The industry is an increasing 
one, 
and almost $1,000,000 worth of pins 


were manufactured in 1889."—New York 
Telegram. 


A Sarcastic Telephone Girl. 


A "telephone girl" who knows suggests 


these rules for people who use the tele- 
phone: If you have a telephone in your of- 
fice or store, ring up "Central" and then 
go and wait on a customer. Always spt k 
in an undertone, in order to make "Cen- 
tral" ask you over what you want. If she 
docs not hear you, tell her to "wake up" 
or "take the cotton out of her ears." -Put 
your "plug" in before a storm, and be sure 
not to tnko it out ugatn, but go around to 
the central office and offer to lick the whole 
telephone company for neglect of duty. 
Take your time in answering your bell, or, 
what is better, do not answer it at all, but 
in about half an hour ring upand ask who 
called you, and get mad if "Central" has 
forgotten who it was. She has nothing 
else to do but remember. 


Allow everybody who wants to to use 


your telephone. Hang the receiver big end 
up, as in this way it gets full of dust 
which makes another cause for complaint 
t ing on the transmitter withalead pencil 
as 1 hough you intended to knock it through 
the wall. This invariably makes it talk 
better. Refuse to pay toll messages, and 
if you are on a line with some one always 
listen to their conversation, and be sure to 
want the use of the line while they are 
using it. Whenever you see the manager 
tell him that if he cannot give you a better 
telephone or get that one fixed you will 
throw the whole thing out of the window. 
When tbe inspector comes deny that you 
have ever complained of the telephone, and 
say that it works like a charm.

Nihilism, at its first inception 
was but a speck on the horizon of the Rus- 
sian empire, but as time passed on it as- 
sumed such gigantic proportions as to 
cause the czar and his supporters the 
greatest uneasiness. 


In many cases the term nihilist is a mis- 


nomer, the persons to whom it is applied 
not belonging to any secret society.

Kovernments, nihilism is the outcome of 
years of oppression, under cruel, despotic 
rule. It is the wailinK and throbbing of 
millions of crushed souls; it is the break- 
ing forth of the long pent up cry for free- 
dom, for a recognition of the pe«ple's 
rights. It is not the peasant class, which 
constitutes the major portion of the czar's 
subjects, which is responsible for the pres- 
ent condition of affairs throughout tbe 
empire. We must look to the nobility and 
the educated classes, for to them must be 
attributed the enormous growth of liberal- 
j^"-'Present sweeping over the Russian

problems of the day, could aspire to be 
lea°ere in such a gigantic movement.

The demand for driftwood flres 
has become so great that a large quantity 
of so called driftwood is manufactured. 
J he process is simple enough. The logs 
have only to be soaked in a solution ol 
copper and permitted to dry. A subse- 
quent soaking in brine improves the qual- 
ity. A single log thus prepared will beau- 
tify the fireplace for a whole winter's even- 
Ing.— New York Star.

Moving Through the Snow—Tllelr Mys- 
tcrjoila Burden— The CaM« luveiitigated.
